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URING the coming winter months, 
when the roads will frequently be 
wet and muddy, there are many points of 
the chassis which are bound to suffer if 
they are left to the care of themselves. 
For instance, the springs and the shackles 
work continually in what is, to all intents 
and purposes, a bath of grit and water, 
portions of which are bound to find their 
way eventually between the spring leaves, 
where, acting as an abrasive, they will 
cause wear. The pin points of the brake- 
operating gear, the ball joints of the 
steering connections, the bearings of the 
brake camshafts, are other points of the 
chassis which must be guarded. Regular 
and frequent use of the grease gun while 
the roads are in this condition is the best- 
known preventive against abnormal wear 
of these points; for if they are kept filled 
with grease, it will be difficult for water 
or mud to force an entry. 
HOW TO SAFEGUARD THE CHASSIS. 
Some of these bearings are, unfortu- 
nately, quite small, such as the pin 
joints in the brake gear, and it is, 
therefore, by no means easy to keep 
grease in these small receptacles. 
In many cars the more important of 
these bearings are fitted with some form 
of cover as part of the standard equip- 
ment, the purpose of which is to exclude 
mud and water, and, at the same time, 
retain the lubricant. Also, some manu- 
facturers include spring gaiters, which 
serve the same purpose with regard to the 
springs, but there are a host of cars in 
which many of these minor, but im- 
portant, bearings are altogether exposed. 
The owner-driver who wishes to safe- 
guard his car from such ills, and who 
desires to get the most service from his 
car, can, at comparatively small cost, 
obtain joint and spring protectors, which 
will mean that the car so protected will 
not only be saved wear at these points, 
but the owner will also save himself a 
considerable amount of time and trouble. 
Close-fitting moulded protectors for the 
various joints and bearings of the chassis 
are now obtainable, made of a special oil 
and grease-resisting rubber. When they 
are fitted they are charged with grease 
which they retain around the joint. 
They are made to fit, among other parts, 
the spring shackles, the steering connec- 
tions, the various joints of the brake gear, 
the universal joints and the brake cam 
shafts. Covers for the bases of the gear 
and brake levers are also marketed, and 
these serve the very useful purpose of ex- 
cluding draughts. 


the case of a car that is frequently left 
standing for lengthy periods. Fitted with 
a muff an engine will retain its heat for a 
considerable time, which means complete 
lubrication of the engine parts every time 
the engine is started up, easier starting, a 
saving of current, as well as improved 
acceleration. 

It should be remembered that during 
the fime a cold engine has to be: warmed 
up it suffers to some extent from under- 
lubricafaon until it becomes warm enough 
for the oil to flow freely to all bearings 
and for the mixture to be vaporised. 
Otherwise liquid petrol dilutes the oil, 
which is drawn into the cylinder, and the 
result is uusatisfactory lubrication. 

THE OIL IN THE SUMP. 

“ How often should the sump of an en- 
gine be drained ?’’ is a question frequently 
discussed by motorists. Although the 
makers of the engines recommend a 
change of oil every thousand or two 
thousand miles, there are many motorists 
who maintain that this is a quite un- 
necessary expense. Some suggest that 
such a recommendation is made in the 
interests of the oil companies. 

What are the facts of the case? Some 
months ago the matter was put to a 
test. The oil of an engine wag left 
unchanged, except for replenishing the 
loss, for 5,000 niles. On _ examina- 
tion the oil in the sump was 
found to consist of 95 per cent. 
of perfectly good oil, the remaining part 
consisting of sludge, 13 per cent. of which 
was road grit. “The purpose of lubricant 
in an engine is to keep apart the metal 
surfaces which are in relative motion. To 
do its work effectively a lubricant, at the 
working temperature of the engine, must 
have sufficient body or viscosity to resist 
being entirely squeezed out on the pressure 
side of a bearing. It has been established 
that the oil film retained on this particu- 
lar side of a bearing has frequently a 
thickness of only one ten-thousandth of 
an inch. 


DANGER OF ABRASIVE PARTICLES. | 


When particles of abrasive matter are 
carried to a bearing in the lubricant they 
may find plenty of accommoda- 
tion while on the  non-pressure 
side, but when the pressure comes 
on they will remain harmless only if 
they are small enough to be covered by 
the one ten thousandth of an inch of oil 
film. If they are larger they are pressed 
into the softer of the two surfaces, the 
white metal bearing, where it acts 73 an

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TROUBLES WITH A PERSIAN 
LAMB COAT, 


(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

Mrs; Agnes Traynor, Berkeley street, 
cued David Vard, turrier, Gratton street, 
to recover £50 damages for breach oi 
warranty ky the defendant m connection with 
the sale of a Fersian lamb coat to the 
plaintiff for £50, im September, 1930. 

The plaintiff, in evidence, stated that after 
wearing the coat a tew times she found that 
the fur had come away from one of the 
sleeves, while the sleeve itself was partly 
separated from the shoulder. She seut the 
coat back to Mr. Vard after a correspondence 
between herself and Mr. Vard, and their 
respective solicitors, as to the defective 
quality. The skin, she said, was crac ked, 
and it was patched up by means of some 
solution. She was satisfied that the coat 
was not a new one when she got it. 

William Duncan, foreman fur-cutter to a 
Dublin firm, said that, having examined 
the coat, he was satisfied that the sleeve 
was burned by the application of a hot iron 
in the process of making, and that the 
burning te had an application of soap to 
cover the injury. The skin was what was 
known in the trade as “ perished,’’ and was 
not fit for a coat of the kind in question. 
It also was too heavily ‘‘ backed.”’ In his 
opinion, a first class Persian fur coat would 
cost about 119 guineas, but a “ good’’ coat 
would cost un to 80 or 90 guineas. The 
coat in question, he said, would be dear at 
£40. It would cost £10 or £15 to make the 
coat presentable, and it never would be any- 
thing but a ‘‘ second-hand.”’

Choose a nice, thick, dried haddock. Hold 
it near the fire until the skin may be easily 
stripped off. Cut the skinned fish into 
several pieces and fry these in a little butter 
for about ten minutes. Serve very hot, gar- 
nished with lemon. Odatcakes go very well 
with this dish. 


SAVOURY PANCAKES. 

For two persons, make a thin batter with 
one egg, a small cupful of milk, and two 
tablespoonfuls of flour. Mince a few sprigs 
of parsley and a small onion, and crumble 
a slice of stale bread very finely. Stir these 
into the batter and let the mixture stand 
until thoroughly blended. Then fry the pan- 
cakes in the usual way. 


A DUSTING HINT. 


Tieavy pieces of furniture, such as chests 
and wardrobes, are sometimes made to stand 
cn low feet or castors, so that they just 
clear the floor by an inch or so.

Fur Coats. 
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Skins that are now in V ogue 


TI the short frock fashion, the short fur 
coat, has adapted its price to its length. 
Many of the neatest short coats are to be 
had at very reasonable prices, while longer 
coats in the same fur are proportionately 
dearer. 

Squirrel is made up in the short sergi- 
fitting coats; the prevalent fur is pony. 
Russian pony, which is a dark fur and seems 
a little softer than the usual pony, looks par- 
ticularly well made up in the short jacket. 
All these short coats are worn with bel{s 
and some of them have tailored reviers. In 
the long coats, however, the fashion remains 
almost unchanged, and the predominant types 
are brown pony and natural musquash. These 
two furs are probably the most hard-wear- 
ing of all furs. 


HE short, waisted jacket has found its 
way to the furs this season. Unlike 


Price Fluctuations. 


While the values of furs show no ten- 
dency to rise at present, their price is liable 
to be affected during the winter by pre- 
valent economic conditions. At present the 
very expensive fur, such as real 
sable, has little sale in Dublin, 
but many of the attractive furs 
that may be styled the second rank in price 
have returned to fashion this winter. Among 
these fox and skunk are predominant, 

Fox is made up in wide ties for the neck, 
and skunk is used a. good deal for the 
trimming of cloth coats. Brown fitch is a 
reasonably-priced fur which looks well about 
the shoulders. Another favourite trimming 
this season is Persian lamb. 

Hare skin, a pretty, inexpensive fur, is 
also used for collar and cuffs at present. It 
is made up in well-graduated shades of brown. 


Nigger Lamb Jackets. 


In the shorter coats moleskin makes for a 
soft effect, which is always so desirable in 
furs, as one of the chief difficulties in fur is 
its tendency to be bulky. A good many 
nigger lamb jackets are to be seen in Dublin; 
they are not Persian lamb, but they are 
similar in appearance, and seem hard 
wearing. 

Fur gloves are to be had in a greater 
variety of shades this season than ever. 
It was found that most people who bought fur 
gloves bought them with a view to matching 
their collars, and just now this is made very 
easy for them. Many gloves are trimmed 
with composition furs—musquash and beaver 
are among the predominant natural furs used 
fos gloves. Hogskin, which is in itself one of 
the warmest skins, is sometimes made up 
lined with fur, and a lined pair of these 
gloves would probably be warmer than 
almost any other type of glove. 


Care of Furs. 


Furs on slippers are seldom real, and foot- 
wear trimmed with real fur would, in anv 
case, be much beyond the reach of the average 
person. 

A good fur coat is usually bought with the 
idea of lasting for more than one season, and 
those who possess fur coats would be well 
advised to have them altered only by expert 
furriers. Fur requires special treatment both 
as regards sewing and cutting. In summer 
fur coats should also be stored with a furrier, 
and the small cost charged for keeping them 
in hot weather well repays one for the 
damage from moths and dampness that they 
are otherwise exposed to. 

Some furs are much more affected by the 
rain than others, but no matter how wet a 
fur coat may be it should never be dried by 
a fire. The proper way to restore it is to 
shake the rain theneuaihle out of it, and then, 
if it is a long fur, comb it carefully. 


Claret Jelly. 


If you want to give an invalid a truly de 
lightful dish, I really don’t believe you can 
improve on this one. It is very easily made, 
and will be found to be economical. 

Put into a stewpan a quarter-pint of 
water, one tablespoonful of red currant jelly. 
a quarter-ounce of gelatine, a few drops ot 
carmine, and the rind and juice of half a 
lemon. 

Bring to the boil, and add one vunce of 
castor sugar. 

When cooling, add a gill and a half of 
claret, and pour into a wetted mould.

Sir Crsar brought his team over, but 
they were not too well equipped in point 
of attire, and the monarch graciously 
supplied them with yellow sashes. The 
result of this first international was a 
smashing victory for Ireland, and the 
team returned home complete with sash 
and soubriquet. 


Barnacle Geese. 


Sportsmen just now are keeping their 
attention fixed upon the haunts of the 
barnacle goose; for, if one of these could 
fall to their gun in due season, there is 
no better eating. The, bird is not easy; 
his diet is rather of sea grasses than of 
fish. and his flesh has at once the texture 
of game and the flavour of the grass-fed 
home bird. His name recalls a time- 
honoured myth, sponsored, so far as the 
Irish barnacle goose is concerned, by no 
less a person than Giraldus Cambrensis, 
than whom no visitor before or since has 
been so stuffed and crammed with wonders 
by obliging Irish invention. It was said 
that the bird was sprung from the 
barnacle, a shellfish that clings to sub- 
merged piles and so on. A portion of this 
limpet was said to emerge and curve into 
a kind of fibrous feather-like appearance 
that lent colour to the story ; indeed, quite 
respectable authorities vouched to have 
‘seen the miracle with their own eyes. The 
pleasing fiction was put to good account 
by men of the middle ages, who, arguing 
that what springs from a fish is by nature 
fish and cannot be flesh, admitted the 
barnacle goose to the fast-day table. 


Ghe Oldest Ship. 


_I noticed recently that two great ocean 
liners, the Carmania and the Caronia, 
have been sent to the ship-breakers to be 
broken up and wold for scrap. Their lives 
have not been long—only about twenty- 
seven years—and it seems a pity to a lay. 
‘man that these two beautiful ships, when 
they are to all appearances as good as 
ever, should retire from the sea a'd be 
converted into scrap.

these ocean liners is never much ore 
than twenty-five ycars, but the same 
cannot be said of cargo ships. There are 
ships to-day carrying cargo round the 
world which are more than half a century 
old, and there is a boat still in :ctive 
service which was built in 1803. This is 
the Favourite, a Thames spritsail barge, 
which trades around the English coast, * 

For actual sea-going vessels, however, I 
think that the s.s. Edina, a vessel of 380 
tons gross, holds the ‘‘ record.’’- She was 
built in Glasgow in 1854, and after 
seventy-seven years : ie is doing a steady 
ninety miles a day with passengers and 
cargo on the Melbourne-Geelong trip. 
True, the Edina started life as a bar- 
quentine, and was converted afterwar-{s 
into a steamer, but her iron hull har not 
been altered, and is as originally ‘uilt. 
It is a great advertisement for her 
builders that, after her long years of 
tramping round the seas of the world, the 
original hull and framing remain intact, 
and seem to be good for another half 
century. 


A 2Xanchurian Legend. 


The rumours. of the restoration of 
Hsuan Tung, the ex-Emperor of China, 
to the throne of Manchuria recall to me 
the beautiful legend that accounts for the 
ancestry of the Emperors of China. i 

Three lovely maidens once left their 
home in the skies to visit the earth. 
Descending to the shores of a lake under 
the shadow of the Ever White Mountain, 
which separates Korea from Manchuria, 
they were delighted at the MÁNN aon and 
declared that they would never leave the 
enchanting spot. While they were bathing 
one day a magpie flew over and dropped 
a blood-red fruit near the youngest. Later 
she bore a son, whom she named Ai-sin- 
Goro. He was soon taught by his mother 
that his destiny was ordained from 
Heaven; he must heal all quarrels among 
men and work for peace and prosperity 
wherever he went.

At his mother’s death Ai-sin-Goro set off 
to begin his divinely-appointed career. 
Paddling his small canoe down the River 
Hurka, he eventually reached a place 
where he found three clans battling 
together. On seeing the stranger the men 
ceased their fighting and were so much im- 
pressed by the youth’s bearing that they 
made him their chief. The clans united 
and settled peaceably under his rule at 
Otoli; but in a battle with other tribes 
some years later the well-beloved chief 
ani all his sons but one were killed. 
Fancha was the lucky youth. He was 
being closely pursued when a magpie 
settled on his head and the men rushed 
into the forest near-by, mistaking Fancha 
for the stump of a tree. 

The magical powers of the bird had not 
simply saved one life, but, in so doing, 
had preserved the link which made pos- 
sible, so the legend goes, the long line of 
noble emperors which Manchuria gave to 
China. As a family name, every emperor 
in his turn took that of Fancha’s illus- 
trious father, Ai-sin-Goro, which means 
Golden Family Stem.

SISTERS’ ART SHOW. 


EVA AND LETITIA HAMILTON’S 
PICTURES. 


The atmospheric brightness of many of the 

oil paintings of Eva H. Hamilton and Letitia 
M. Hamilton in the Gallery at 7 St. Stephen’s 
Green, Dublin, came as a welcome change 
from the dull-toned grey skies that prevailed 
yesterday. 
_ Both artists delight in contrasts, but there 
is always some combining sense of light to 
harmonise the scene. They have been where 
the skies are not dull, and where falling 
evenings and autumnal and year-end fadings 
Bas particular charm. In “ Autumn” 
Miss Eva Hamilton depicts a green vista 
through old, brown-leafed trees with perspec- 
tive nicety. The splash of yeliow intones the 
end-of-the-day clarity of the view. There are 
two canvases of cut flowers, in which many 
varied hues are set to the music of two 
differing blue backgrounds. ‘Evening in 
Mayo” stretches broadly to a restful 
atmosphere in distant hills, while in ‘ Turf 
Gatherers’’ the green and bog-black fore- 
ground is broken with the vivid hues of the 
gatherers’ garments. Miss Hamilton brushes 
in the various notes’ with admirable economy 
of labour and much pigment. Her three 
portraits are speaking pictures, having all 
the tokens of good portraits, but there is 
nothing symphonious in these pictures. 

Letitia Hamilton lays on paint as freely 
as her sister, and with true effect. Her 
Western peasant scenes are as bold in tone 
and making. They are animated and actual 
in feeling. ‘ Butter Market, Galway,” is an 
interesting example, though the group in the 
market-place is set out somewhat after the 
stage habit. The chosen colours are disposed 
in contrast with drab buildings, but balance 
is found in a pleasant blue and white sky 
patch. , “Little Street, Galway,” is a 
cleverly-brushed small canvas. The perspec- 
tive drawing of “ The Little Shop, York,”’ 
gives rightful depth to the interior. It is a 
good attempt to make something out of 
rothing, but the colours are too intense. 
No. 1 (“Lough Mask’’) demonstrates how 
well Miss Letitia Hamilton can tell a big 
story in small space. ‘‘ On the Solent ” is a 
sea and sky effect in a harmony of blue and 
grey. This picture, like No. 12 (‘‘Semur’’),

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THE LEAGUE AND IRISH 
INTERESTS.

LECTURE BY SIR PHILIP 
HANSON. 


“AA great many people in Ireland think 
that the work of the League of Nations dces 
not affect them,” remarked Sir Philip danson, 
C.B., at the outset of an address delivered to 
a meeting of the League of Nations Society 
of Ireland, held last night in Jury’s Hotel, 
Dublin. The lecturer took as his subject, 
“ The League of Nations and Irish Interests,” 
and the chair was occupied by Dr. T. Bodkin, 
M.R.1.A. 

Introducing the speaker, Dr. Bodkin said 
that it was his opinion that meetings should 
be held exclusively for persons who were 
opposed to the League of Nations. There 
was little purpose of constantly preaching, as 
they were doing in Dublin, to the converted. 

“ We, in the Irish Free State, must try to 
understand something of the problems which 
confront the nations of the earth and the 
workings of the great organisation which is 
directed towards world peace,” Sir Philip 
Hanson said, ‘“‘Many people thought of Ireland 
as a province of England, having no ccn- 
nections with other countries save through 
England. This was not so. Although it was 
important that they in the Irish Free State 
should understand that relations with Eng- 
land were more important to the nation’s 
security and welfare than peaceful relations 
with any other country, it was also important 
that they should be at peace with all nations, 
and that all nations should be at peace with 
one another. Their trade with England was 
nearly the whole of their trade outside Ire- 
land, and for their own sakes they should 
desire that their customers be prosperous. 

“What will it be like the next time,” asked 
Sir Philip, “if the League breaks down, if 
there is another great war and England is 
involved? We have our own army, but. our 
men need not fight unless the Saorstat is 
attacked. We have no navy, and a very 
small Air Force; but, owing to our 
geographica] position, we are not very open 
to attack by sea or air, except from England. 
If we are so strongly interested in the cause 
of the war as to decide to take an active part 
in it, and if our interest should be opposed 
to that of England, we can decide to break 
the Treaty, leave the British Commonwealth, 
and make war on England. If we do so, we 
must clearly expect to suffer.”’ 

He hoped that they, in this country, might 
be able to keep out of another general war if 
there was one, but failing that they should 
support England as the most hopeful means of 
ensuring their safety.

Revaluation Bill :

From Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Thursday. | 
HE Ulster Revaluation Bill is now safe 
and in due course it will find its way 
to the Statute Book. It is the most 
unpopular measure that was ever brought 
forward by the Government, and, even 
after the Finance Minister’s explanation, 
the opposition to it is widespread and 
strong. Every public body of im- 
portance in the Six Counties protested 
against the bill, but all arguments 
were unavailing in view of the fact 
that the British Treasury had ordered the 
revaluation to take place, and it simply 
had to be done. A refusal would have 
meant a serious difference with Great 
Britain, and the revaluation would have 
been carried out by the English authori- 
ties. 
The business community fears that the 
revaluation will impose an extra taxation 


of a million pounds on the province, which 
is particularly undesirable at the present 
time, when efforts are being made to revive 
commerce and industry. On the other 
hand, it is pointed out that it is wiser to 
revalue property during a lean period than 
when prosperity is abounding; and the 
Prime Minister was so convinced of the 
value of the measure that he said he would 
retire if beaten and thc. could get some 
one else to lead the people of Ulster. 
Those who protest against the . proposals 
say, however, that they are not being led, 
but driven. 


RAID ON BOOKMAKERS. 


One of the periodical raids by the police 
on Belfast bookmakers was carried out 
this week, and no fewer than 122 of the 
fraternity, or their representatives, passed 
before the magistrates within an hour. 
Fines of £5 apiece were imposed, the total 
amount of this ‘‘ informal tax” being 
£610. Tho cause of complaint was that 
they allowed their premises to be used for 
betting purposes, and other four cases, 
brought at the suit of a “ common in- 
former,’’ were adjourned for a few days. 

This wholesale gathering in of book- 
makers before the courts gives one some 
little idea of the extent of the gambling 
craze in Belfast, but there are scores of 
others who frequent the street corners and 
back areas of the city, collecting small 
bets wherever they can be got, even the 
children not escaping their :.ttentions. 

Social reformers have repeatedly called 
upon the authorities to enforce the law 
rigorously to stamp out the evil, but only 
occasionally do we get such a picturesque 
example of police activity as a batch of 
122 bookmakers brought before the court 
on the same day. A strange feature of 
the whole business is that they can carry 
on undisturbed until the next periodical 
raid. 


SCOTCHIVG ROMANCE. 


The various teachers’ organisations have 
made a gallant effort on behalf of their 
married women colleagues, who are being 
called upon to resign their positions 
simply because they are married. It has 
been without avail. The Belfast Corpora- 
tion has taken the view that the best place 
for a married woman is in her own home, 
and that she cannot perform her duties 
properly both as a housekeeper and a 
school teacher. 

Furthermore, it is contended that in 
these days of depression a woman teacher 
when she gets married should make way 
for others who cannot find a position ; for 
it is a regrettable fact that many students, 
after ns their training at Stran- 
millis College, are unable to find posi- 
tions.

BELFAST HOUSING PROBLEM. 


Hundreds of houres have been built 
under various schemes by the Belfast Cor- 
poration, but in all these projects no 
provision was made for the poorest classes 
of work people, and until something is 
done to ameliorate their condition the 
housing problem cannot be solved. The 
Estates Superintendent of the City Coun- 
cil, Mr. R. E. Forbes, has no illusions 
on the subject. In a reference to it last 
night he said that the class which earned 
the lowest wages had received no benefits 
from subsidies and grants given under the 
Acts of Parliament from 1919 to 1930. 

He added that in Belfast there were no 
slums such as exist in 
England and in Dublin; yet thev had 
thousands of families living in houses 
which, by no stretch of imagination, couid 
be said to provide the amenities that 
were called for in modern houses, and 
which their immediate betters in the 
social scale had demanded and received. 

In a comment on the Housing and Town 
Planning Act. Mr. Forbes said that it gave 
the municipality powers to deal with in 
sanitary areas, but no financial assistance 
was offered, and, therefore, the Act was 
worth nothing. With so many pressin2 
claims for help in other directions, there 
is danger that the very poor may again 
be neglected.

A CONCERT OF ELGAR 
MUSIC.

Although limited to the music of Sir 
Edward Elgar, the concert given by the 
Culwick Chorat Society in the Metropolitan 
Hall, Dublin, last night, did not lack variety. 
In fact, the choral programme alone afforded 
ample breadth of interest. Kigar’s part-songs 
are drawn from every stage of his career as 
a composer; some of them were among his 
earliest published work, while others are 
comparatively recent. The composer has 
always tried to provide music fresh in idea, to 
stimulate the ardour and challenge the skill 
of those enthusiastic and intelligent choirs 
which abound jn the Midlands and North of 
England. 

There was no doubt that the audience 
enjoyed the array of Elgar's part-songs pre 
sented to them in this programme, and from 
the alertness and beauty of the singing one 
may guess that the choir, which, as usual, 
was under the direction of Mr. Turner 
Huggard, F.R.C.O., had enjoyed the prepara- 
tion of the pieces. 

During the greater part of the programme 
there was a progression of interest. In the 
first group the perfectly-constructed little 
‘‘Serenade,’’ not the one from the ‘‘ Bavarian 
Highlands Suite,” but an unaccompanied 
part-song, proved Elgar’s sense of style. 
Next we heard the two part-songs, “The 
Snow ” and ‘Fly, singing bird,” for female 
voices, with pianoforte accompaniment and 
obbligati for two violins; the Misses Brough 
were the violinists. 

In succession, and deepening in musical 
interest, came the further examples of un- 
accompanied part-songs, *‘ Deep in my soul, ” 
‘“My love dwelt in a Northern land,’’ *‘ Go, 
; and “ Death on the hills.” 
In conclusion we heard that piece of un- 
affected loveliness, ‘‘O happy eyes,” and 
the rousing “O wild West wind.” 

In all this music there is an abundance of 
passages in which the skill of choir and con- 
ductor are put to severe tests. In last night's 
concert there was an equal number of con- 
vincing choral achievements; here and there 
we enjoyed real thrills. 

Miss Jean Nolan had made a happy selec- 
tion of Elgar’s songs, including a group 
taken from the Sea Pictures cycle, and these 
she sang enjoyably. 

For his violin solos Mr. Arthur Franks 
chose examples of Elgar’s most intimate style 
of instrumental music. With Miss Dorothy 
Stokes as pianist he played two movements 
from the Sonata in E minor, and in the 
second half of the concert he played the slow 
movement from the violin concerto. This 
latter is probably the severest test to be 
found in the whole range of violin music for 
steadiness of bowing The fact that there was 
not a trace of wavering in Mr. Franks’s per- 
formance is one of the surest signs of the 
young violinist’s nearress to complete grasp 
of his instrument’s technique.

A ment in regard to its treatment of 

Protestants was paid yesterday, at the 
dinner in connection with the installation of 
the Rev. James Morrow to the charge of the 
Warrenpoint Presbyterian Church congrega- 
tion. 

In responding to the sentiment of: ‘* The 
Kings Representatives in Ireland—the 
Governor of Northern [Ireland, and the 
Governor-General of the Free State," the 
Rev. James Moody, B.A., Dundalk, thanked 
the company for the way in which they had 
received the sentiment, and said that on the 
last occasion on which it was proposed he, 
as the then Moderator of the Presbytery, 
promised that the first time he dined with 
Mr. McNeill he would let him know the senti- 
ments and cordial wishes expressed. He, 
however, had not been able to carry out his 
promise, as he had not yet been asked to 
dine with Mr. McNeill. _(Laughter.) 

They would all agree that the Free Stat- 
Government had done remarkably well; and 
it was as solvent as any other nation in the 
world. The Free State Loan to-day stood 
higher than Britain’s War Loans. 

Recently he had seen in the newspapers 
news that made him feel there were advan- 
tages in having a really free and independent 
Government. The Free State Government in- 
troduced a bill for a certain purpose, and they 
did not dally over it, but went about it in 
a thorough-going way, and passed it. He 
thought the result fully justified what they 
did. They knew the men they were dealing 
with, and knew how to deal with them, and 
they deserved credit. 

As regards the people of the Free State, 
they were very kindly. He had lived among 
them for twenty-five years, through the worst 
of times, and nobody h: ! ever said an offen- 
sive word to him. “There was great hope for 
the Free State. The Governor-General did 
what he did with the utmost loyalty to the 
King and impartiality to the people. He 
thought that he would go to the Free State 
Government as fast as he would to any other, 
and with more hope of success.

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CHRISTIANITY IN CHINA. 


DUBLIN UNIVERSITY FUKIEN 
MISSION. 


“God is working out His own plan, amid 
the wars and tumults of that unhappy land, 
to bring the people of China to Hinself,”’ 
said Mr. W. &. Doing, B.A., who presided 
yesterday over the annual public meeting ot 
the Dublin University Fukien Mission, 
which was held in the Regent House, Trinity 
College, Dublin. 

“It seems to me that this is a question 
which has to do with the whoie future of 
civilisation,”’ declared the Rev. T. Barker, 
of Manchuria, who discussed the present 
political situation in that province, 
*Manchuria,’’ he explained, ‘‘is the natural 
meeting place of three nations, the Russians, 
the Chinese, and the Japanese” Thirty 
years ago it was geographically and politically 
unknown, with a population. of four millions. 
During the last decade of the nineteenth 
century the European Powers began a policy 
of annexation, and Japan became alarmed, 
the issue being the Russo-Japanese War of 
1903-4. 


To-day there are forty millions of people 
in Manchuria, and the bulk of this huge 
population is Chinese, who live far more 
easily and cia than the Japanese. 

China is not willing to-day, explained Mr. 
Barker, to be friendly with Japan on Japan's 
terms. The Chinese demands are that the 
Japanese ought to come into Manchuria as 
guests of the Government, which, they 
maintain, ought to be in Chinese hands. At 
a conservative estimate, however, there is 
over £200,000,000 of Japanese money sunk 
in Manehoria, and the Japanese have 
developed and maintained the province. In

On Tuesday the League Council's 
Drafting Committee finished its re-editing 
of the resolution for the settlement of the 
Manchurian conflict. The amended draft 
differs little in essentials from its pre- 
decessor, which, without actual mention

hostilities. No time limit was imposed, 
but Japan was warned implicitly that

Japan 
always has refused to accept the setting 
of any time limit to her occupation, 
alleging that the activities of hordes of 
bandits may render the presence of her 
troops necessary to protect her nationals. 
She claims now that the fifth paragraph 
of the amended draft, whereunder the 
Commission of Investigation is entitled 
“to report to the Council as soon as 
possible, with such recommendations as it 
thinks fit,’’ is tantamount to an imposition 
of the objectionable time limit. China, on 
the other hand, has expressed her accept- 
ance of the plan to form a neutral zone 
round Chinchow, and has agreed to with- 
draw her troops behind the Great Wall 
only if neutral observers are empowered 
to control] that area. 

Japan has.rejected the Chinese proposal, 
though she promises to “ respect. the 
neutrality of the zone.’”’ In the mean- 
while, the League Council, harassed and 
probably conscious of its own weakness, 
is busying itself with the arrangement of 
the Commission of Investigation. At first 
the intention was that Great Britain, 
France and the United States should 
furnish one member apiece. Now it is felt 
that three will be too few, and the number 
has been raised to five. Some bad temper 


i appears to prevail concerning the appoint- 


ments to the newly created vacancies. 
Germany says that she must supply the 
fifth man if Italy supplies the fourth. 
Such an arrangement, she points out, 
would place the whole business in the 
hands of the five Great Powers. This sug- 
gestion finds no favour with the smal] 
Powers, who contend that their total 
exclusion would be repugnant to the spirit 
of the League. Finally, no doubt, this 
little problem will be solved, and the Com- 
mission will start; but bickering of this 
nature does not inspire much confidence 
in the League’s sense of proportion. 
Indeed, it 1s the view of one foreign 
observer, sent to Mukden by his Govern- 
ment, that the League’s efforts to secure 
peace in Manchuria have brought war 
nearer owing to their dilatoriness. 
The tension, if it had been left to take 
care of itself, probably would have sub- 
sided, but it has been intensified by the 
controversy in Paris and by the publicity 
which the League’s rather ponderous work 
has given to it. 

Such an opinion may, or may not, be 
sound; but the same observer’s further 
criticism that the nodal point of danger 
has shifted from Chinchow and Tsitsihar 
to China proper is not easily refuted. 
“Canton is independent,” he remarks; 
‘‘ Nanking’s authority is flouted every- 
where; the generals are preparing for a 
renewal of the civil war in North China— 
all these things furnish surface indica- 
tidbns of the onrushing débacle.’’ This 
débacle may threaten the peace of 
the world. One of the League Com- 
mission’s functions, as we understand, 
will be “to examine all circumstances 
capable of affecting international rela- 
tions and menacing good understanding 
and peace between China and Japan,”

Imperial Commerce. 

‘Great Britain's “ anti-d3umping " duties 
have inspired an immediate change of 
tone among the continental nations. The 
countries which formerly scorned any 
suggestion from Britain that they should 
lower their tariff walls find themselves 
now in the position of suppliants. During 
this week M. Fleuriau, the French Am- 
bassador in London, communicated his 
Government’s anxiety to discuss the com: 
mercial relations of England and France; 
and M. Hymans, the Belgian Foreign 
Minister, will cross the water next Sunday 
for a similar purpose. This new turn of 
affairs is welcome. It shows that the 
nations have begun to realise the folly 
of universal protectign—a doctrine reduced 
by England’s action to the absurd—and 
it offers hope of a universal tariff truce. 
England, presumably, will look upon these 
overtures with an auspicious eye. Yet she 
must not be too hasty to make commercial 
agreements with foreign countries; for 
other agreements demand her more urgent 
attention. Fortunately, she-is alive to 
her duty to the Dominions. On Wednes- 
day an assurance was given in the House 
of Commons that the British Government 
would enter into no engagements likely 
to prejudice any future arrangements with 
the rest of the Empire. England, in 
concert with the various Dominions, )s 
committed at least to a study, if not to 
the adoption, of a plan of inter-imperia! 
trade. Mr. Bennett, the Canadian Prime 
Minister, has helped to confirm the view 
that the present time affords a perfect 
opportunity, which never may recur, for 
such a plan. The Imperial Economic 
Conference will meet next year at Ottawa, 
and it is of the highest importance that

The New Searchlight. 


When London was attacked and 
defended during the last aerial manceuvres 
the attack, with disturbing frequency, 
defeated the defence—especially when the 
raids were nocturnal. It is good tidings, 
therefore, that henceforward the defenders 
will have a novel and powerful ally. 
The War Office has completed the tests of 
a new anti-aircraft searchlight which can 
do astonishing things. Hith@rto search- 
light and invading aeroplane have played 
hide-and-seek with each other; by this 
invention the seeking becomes almost 4 
certainty, and the hiding an almost futile 
quest. The new searchlight can throw 
any sort of pattern on the sky, so that 
the raiding aeroplane may be plotted in 
the air, as artillery targets are plotted in 
map-squares. In the recent tests the 
pattern was a square divided by cross- 
lines into sixteen smaller squares. By 
this device, worked in conjunction with 
sound locators, the speed, height and 
direction of the raider.can be calculated 
within a minute after the beam has found 
it. The pilot cannot see the beam—which 
consists of 300 beams of parallel form— 
until he has entered it, and, while he is 
trying to escape from the grid, the anti- 
aircraft guns are in action. This new 
searchlight is described by the Aero- 
nautical Correspondent of The Times as 
the most powerful in the world. It has a 
strength of 35,000,000,000 candle-power, 
and a newspaper can be read in its light 
at a range of five miles. A _ battleship, 
equipped with six of the new beams, could 
illuminate the whole horizon, at the same 
time dazzling any hostile ships. In a 
sense the wonderful device is the gift of 
commerce to warfare. The inventor is 
Major Jack Savage, who already had 
developed the technique of sky-writing 
with coloured smoke; and his further 
efforts to evolve a scheme for sky-writing 
at night have resulted in this great 
weapon of national defence. It is a 
further proof of Britain’s supremacy in 
the art and science of military aviation.

A Plague of Locusts. 


Locusts are a formidable menace to 
Central Africa, and a new campaign is 
being initiated against them. The whole 
man power of Kenya Colony is being 
arrayed; widespread interest has been 
aroused, and every form of organisation 
will be pressed into service. An 
order has gone out which compels 
landowners, under severe penalties, 
to try to destroy flying locusts that 
alight on their property. The Govern- 
ment of the Colony requests that the 
“ swatting ” of locusts shall become a 
“- popular and fashionable pastime,’’ and 
that district officers of the Native Reserves 
shall carry their ‘‘ swatters’’ always. 
These measures, of course, are only part 
of the campaign. They may serve to 
check the plague in thickly populated 
districts, but far more difficult means are 
needed to cope with the vast breeding 
grounds that extend over the East African 
territories. Kenya contains a large area 
of inaccessible bush country which offers 
perfect breeding conditions to the insect. 
Even more extensive are the similar 
areas in Uganda and Tanganyika. 
Uganda contains hundreds of square miles 
of elephant grass, twice as tall as a man, 
and virtually impenetrable; and in Tan- 
ganyika are inaccessible districts larger 
than English counties. The extermination 
of locusts is a heart-breaking task. As 
sooh as one area seems to have been 
cleared it is invaded by swarms from an

BRITISH STAMPS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIM. . 

Sirn,—If Mr. Mackenzie found himself in 
any of the other nations of the Common- 
wealth—say, in the capital of Canada— 
would he think of going into a post office 
there, and asking for an English postage 
stamp and expect to get it? It would 
enough to “‘stun” the Canadian official. It 
is admittedly a great convenience to many 
in the Free State and to visiters from 
Britain to be able to get the few British 
postage stamps they may need from time to 
time; and the Saorstat Post Office does well 
to cater even for this relatively smal! want. 

I called at the post office here to-day, and, 
in answer to my request for a Free State 
postage stamp, I was told that such TE é 
were not for sale in any post ofhce in the 
Six Counties. The postmaster added that 
it would, no doubt, convenience many if 
such stamps could be had. I was lookin 
across the Lough at the Free State while 
he spoke.

So there you are! It is because we do not 
think that we indulge these unreasonable 
expectations. As matters stand, apparently 
the Irish Free State is the only member of 
the Commonwealth that, to the prejudice, 
however small, of her own revenue and the 
direct advantage of another State, stocks 
British postage stamps. This is in line with 
the characteristic common-sense of the 
Saorstat Government and its consideration 
for the practical needs of the people in smal:

LORD HAREWOOD SPEAKS 
AT GIMCRACK DINNER. 


The Earl of Harewood, responding to the 
toast of the Jockey Club at the Gimcrack 
Club dinner at York last night, and referring 
to ‘‘ doping,”’ said :'— 

‘The stewards intend to continue next 
season to take drastic steps to stop this great 
evil. It is forbidden by the Rules of 
Racing, and it would, of course, be absurd 
to maintain a rule if there was no means 
of enforcing it. There are, however, means.” 

Lord Harewood said he thought there was 
more to be said against gigantic sweepstakes 
than in their favour. After eT of the 
increased interest taken in the Manchester 
November Handicap, he continued :—'' The 
colossal sums of money which change hands 
in consequence of a great sweepstake 
obviously give opportunities for bribery and 


/ corruption on a larger scale than would other- 


wise exist. It is only fair to say that we 
have not vet had evidence that anything 
serious on those lines has happened. but it 
is also obvious that the size of the field 
for this race was increased to unwieldly 
proportions by reason of the sweep. 

“It is even possible that this evil mav 
become more pronounced in future years, as 
ewners become tempted by the possibilty of 
getting their winters keep out of ticket 
holders. 

“The promoters of great sweepstakes have 
already in the past modified their conditions 
as a result of representations made by the 
Stewards of the Jockey Club, and if, as I 
hope, we can devise a scheme which will 
neither hurt the Irish hospitals or prejudice 
the interests of racing, I am confident that 
the promoters will be ready to listen to us 
again. 

Lord Rosebery, who was the winner of 
this vear s Gimcrack Stakes, was absent from 
the dinner. He was unable to attend owing 
to his recent bereavement in the death of 
his son, Terd Dalmeny. His health was 
drunk in --lence.

THE INDIAN DEBATE. 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 


THURSDAY NIcart. 

The two days’ debate on India closed 
to-night after a discussion which was far 
more free and unrestricted than many 
people expected. Certainly there is a 
profound impression that the Government 
while trying to do the right thinz iv 
India, is tempted to EA the extremista 
too much rope. Mr. Churchill, in moving 
his amendment to the Prime Minister s 
motion of confidence, made a remarkab|y 
fine and impressive speech, which was 
cheered repeatedly from the packed (Con- 
servative benches. His declaration that 
the Indian delegates had been sent awar 
encouraged by false hopes was hailed with 
loud ‘‘ Hear, hears.” Mr. Churchill was 
in excellent form, though he whipped his 
steed a little too fiercely at several] points. 


Mr. Churchill's Challenge. 


The member for Epping had no reason 
to complain of his audience. The floor 
of the Chamber was packed, and the 
peers who flocked to their gallery tn con- 
siderable numbers must have regretted at 
times that the forms of the House did net 
permit them to join in the applause which 
greeted some of the speaker's most telling 
points. Mr. Churchill’s challenge to the 
Prime Minister to include in his state- 
ment of policy the speech made by Sir 
Samuel Hoare last night was as unex- 
pected as it was striking. Mr. Macdona':| 
did not succeed in convincing Mr. 
Churchill that the Secretary of States 
speech was, in fact, embodied in the 
White Paper. Otherwise, as Mr. Church 
explained, he would have been quite pr: 
pared to withdraw his amendment. [' 
was apparent from the attitude taken ui 
by speakers on behalf of the Government 
tuat they regarded the speech as likely 
to embarrass the Government in India 
Indeed, Sir John Simon expressed the 
opinion that Mr. Churchill’s speech made 
it more than evernecessary that the Honise 
of Commons should be asked to reaffirm 
the policy outlined by the Prime Minister 
after the Montagu Declaration of 1917. 


The Steel Industry. 


Mr. Runciman, the President of the 
Board of Trade, possesses a determination 
not easily shaken, and he is unlikely to 
be affected by the unceasing attacks made 
upon him by the advocates of protection 
for the iron and steel industry. Jay 
after day he has to withstand a bombard- 
ment of questions in the House of 
Commons, while outside a stream of 
deputations blocks the doorway of his 
departmental offices. Mr. Runciman holds 
that the subject is much too important 
to be treated with haste. Among 
servatives the feeling is so strong that 
attempts will be made to secure a further 
prolongation of the session, and, if this 
is not granted, the adjournment of the 
House may be moved that there may be a 
full discussion. The Iron and Steel Sub- 
Committee thinks in terms of pig iron 
and steel bars, and is exasperated by every 
fresh importation; but this is a 
where other and important interests must 
be considered.

War Debts. 


The year’s grace granted by the United 
States in connection with the payment of 
war debts is passing rapidly, and the 
Powers affected are beginning to show 
concern about the immediate future. 
Some of them are casting about for an 
excuse to summon yet another conference 
with a view to a further examination of a 
problem which the United States alone 
can solve. The uselessness of transferring 
much of the world’s gold to America, 
while other countries are starved, is patent. 
Great Britain no longer can repeat the 
generous gestures of this year, and remit 
huge sums owed by divers creditors, anc 
would welcome a conference likely to ease 
the situation. It is the hope in officia 
circles that the United States wil! 
appreciate such a point of view, and will 
initiate a conference competent to dea! 
with war debts and reparations. A point 
present to the minds of many diplomats is 
the probability of a great political chanze 
in Germany, with the assumption of power 
by a party which may refuse to pav an“ 
thing further under the former reparations 
scheme. Discussing this possibility to-day 
with a well informed publicist, | was 
assured that the danger was recarded as 
very real, :

Mr. Churchill said that when the 
Government of India Act, 1919, was passed 
it was never contemplated that India 
should, in any measurable period of time, 
he given the same constitutional rights as 
Australia or Canada. What was contem- 
plated was that Indians should enjoy equal 
rank with other subjects of the Crown, and 
should take a greater part in their own 
government. Dominion status was not 
meant to imply Dominion structure, or 
Dominion rights. Such an idea, as applied 
to India was preposterous, because of the 
conditions in India, litical, social, 
racial and religious. The report of the 
Indian Statutory Commission should have 
been the foundation on which we started to 
build. 

He called to account those who were 
responsible for departure from that con- 
stitutional procedure, and the declaration 
of the Viceroy, which prejudiced and, 
indeed, destroyed the whole vast work of 
the Simon Commission, That was a great 
mistake. responsible for all the evils that 
were still flowing in upon us. As a result 
of the Gandhi-Irwin Pact a profoundly 
injurious blow was struck at us, not only 
in India, but throughout the world. Other 
countries saw in what took place a com- 
plete absence of backbone in relation to 
our imperial affairs, and it had much to 
do with the collapse of British credit. 
What took place was interpreted by people 
who did not understand our ways as a 
complete collapse in our national and 
Imperial moral 


PROTEST AGAINST SPEECH. 


After listening to speeches of the Prime 
Minister and the Secretary for India the 
previous day, he was completely mystified 
about the policy of the Government. Did 
both these speeches mean the same thing? 
It might be well for the Prime Minister to 
bid a tender farewell to ‘‘ My dear 
Mahatma,’ but he protested against the 
speech made on that ocasion serving as the 
foundation of a solemn declaration of 
policy by the Government. Yet that 
speech Was now a State paper, which had 
superseded the massive report of the Statu- 
lory Commission. They were now asked 
to vote approval of it, whatever it might 
mean, and he conceived that it was de 
signed to mean different things to different

lhe Conservative Party was now invited 
to bind itself to the acceptance not only 
of provincial autonomy, but of responsible 
Government at the centre and the estab 
lishment of a federal system.

Tremendous issues had been 
taised, which should be more adequately 
discussed by Parliament.

Sir Austen Chamberlain said that did 
not alter what he had said. They were, 
in fact, asked to vary an agreement with 
one party without the consent of that 
party. He could not see what the Statute 
of Westminster had to do with the matter 
under’ discussion. It was not in the 
picture at all, and there was no 
more reason to mention it than to 
mention Maqna Charta. He preferred the 
wide language of the Government’s state- 
ment to the narrower wording of the 
amendment. 

Mr. Lansbury said that it was for India 
herself to decide whether she should. or 
should not, become a member of. the 
British Commonwealth, and when the 
Congress Party demanded control of 
finances and of the Army, it was merely 
asking for something which, sooner or 
later, would have to be conceded. He 
hoped it would be sooner. The one thing

FELL WITH GATE. 
INTO CANAL. 


ONE BOY SCRAMBLED 
ASHORE.

KILLALOE, Thursday. 
A DISTRESSING accident, which has 
thrown the town of Killaloe into 
mourning, occurred this afternoon. 

Five young boys, aged between 7 years 
and 12 years, were drowned in the canal 
which runs alongside the Shannon. 

The boys were :— 

Tuomas and Micnaet KIELY, sons of 
Mrs. Kiely, a widow ; 

Micuaer and Jack Firzparrick, the 
only children of Mr. and Mrs, G. 
Fitzpatrick, and 

PATRICK FLYNN, son of Mr. Francis 
Flynn, organist. 

The Killaloe schools have been closed 
for some time owing to an epidemic of 
scarlatina, and the five boys, together 
with a companion named Jimmy Kinneally, 
went for their customary walk between 
the waters—that is along the bank be- 
tween the Shannon and the canal, about 
four hundred yards from the Killaloe 
Bridge. 

Along this walk an iron gate was erected 
by the Board of Works last summer. The 
boys reached this point at 2.50 p.m., and 
they mounted the gate. The hinges 
suddenly gave way, precipitating gate and 
boys into the canal, which is about seven 
to nine feet deep. 


PULLED HIMSELF OUT. 


Young Kinneally managed to grasp a 
small branch of a tree and drew himself 
to the bank. He immediately gave the 
alarm, though scarcely able to articulate 
owing to fright and shock. 

Michael Noonan, working on the 
opposite side of the river, hastened to the 
scene, and sent word to the Civic Guard 
Station. 

Superintendent Moore, Sergeant Staun- 
ton and Guard O’Connor proceeded to the 
snot. Boats were secured and dragging 
operations were commenced. 

The gate was found in the centre of the 
canal, and two bodies were near the spot. 
The other three bodies were recovered 
after a further search by Messrs. Michael 
Noonan, M. Kissane and P. Barry, aided 
by the Guards. 

Superintendent Moore, Sergeant Staun- 
ton and Guard O'Connor applied artificial 
respiration until the arrival of Drs. 
Holmes and McKeogh. 

A number of people had collected by 
this time, and some of them worked in 
turns up to 6 p.m., under medical super- 
vision, in an effort to restore animation. 
At this hour hope was abandoned.

At the resumed Burma Round Table 
Conference at St. James's Palace, London, 
yesterday Mr. Tharrawaddy U Pu, leader 
of the Anti-Separation Party, said that 
his party would agree to the separation of 
Burma from India if they were going to 
be a free people after separation.

“ If we fail, you can take back the whole 
administration. We ruled ourselves 
before Britain had rulers.’’ 

U Ba Si said, ‘‘ We, the Irish of the 
East, want a Constitution modelled on 
the Irish Free State.” 

Lord Peel said that the Burmese dele. 
pete had stated their cases with great 

revity and _ clearness. The British 

Government was desirous of treating the 
Burmese people with nothing short of 
full justice. It had been rumoured, he 
added, that the Burmans were to be “' put 
off ” with an inferior Constitution and be 
given a Crown Colony status. The suspi- 
cion was groundless. 

A unitary and not a federal Government 
was contemplated for Burma. He hoped 
that the Constitution they would frame 
would not have reference to India and its 
requirements, but to Burma and its 
needs.

It is 
helieved, however, that the experience of 
those concerned in the present scheme will 
lead to the opening up of flying on a 
large scale in Ireland.

UNEMPLOYED. 
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BILL TO OPERATE 
BEFORE CHRISTMAS.

VERY deputy who had anything to 
say, and many more who had not, 
helped to swell the chorus when the second 
reading debate on the Unemployment 
Relief Bill was resumed in the Dail 
yesterday. Thus, in the atmosphere of a 
glorified hustings, strangers in the public 
gallery had a rare opportunity of discover- 
ing both the best and the worst that their 
representatives were capable of in discuss- 
ing the management of their country. 

The worst was very bad, indeed, as may 
be gathered from the fact that in a debate 
which has extended over nearly ten hours 
—six and a half on Wednesday and three 
and a half yesterday—about nine hours 
were devoted to the most blatant elec- 
tioneering tactics. 


WEAKNESS OF THE DAIL. 


If one is to credit Mr. Hogan, the 
Minister for Agriculture, with perfect 
sincerity in everything he said, his speech, 
which came near the end of the debate, 
must certainly be reckoned as one of the 
most timely that have been made in the 
House for a very long time. He pointed 
out unmistakably the weakness of the Dail 
as a legislative body when he declared 
that it had become clearly a propagandist 
assembly, and contrasted it with the 
British House. 

Britain, he told deputies, had been 
saved by the public spirit which had been 
displayed in every section of the com- 
munity, and not only among the Govern- 
ment, but among the Na LaCCs sap5 as well. 
“ That spirit,” he added, “ is completely 
absent here, and it will be quite impos- 
sible to deal with the problems that are 
going to confront us in the next few years 
unless we have such a feeling.’’ 


EACH OTHER’S WASHING. 

This was the peroration of a powerful con- 
tribution, in which, without mincing his 
words, Mr. Hogan bluntly asserted that the 
Free State was a thousand years behind 
the times politically and a hundred years 
behind the times economically. Mr. de 
Valera’s ‘‘fatuous statements’ about 
high tariffs—a policy which the Minister 
described as one of “taking in each other's 
washing'—had been discredited for a 
century, and, if the Opposition got into 
office to-morrow, they would not try it 
themselves. 

One wondered how deputies would re- 
spond to the high note upon which Mr. 
Hogan had ended. Would the next 
contrbution continue in a similar key? 
Then rose Mr. Derrig, breaking the ten- 
sion with the casual remark that he was 
‘“‘ quite unmoved by the tirade that they 
had juct heard,” and pitching a long and 
vigorous speech at the opposite end oí 
the scale. 


THE WESTMINSTER

Referring to the traders who distribute 
bottled milk,

sumers. 

“ It would be little short of a tragedy,” 
adds the letter, ‘* if disorganisation among 
the Dublin distributors should be the sole 
factor preventing a termination of the 
dispute. 

MINIMUM DEMANDS. 

It is suggested that at a distributors’ 
meeting five representative members 
should be appointed to meet five producers 
at the Wicklow Hotel on Wednesday next, 
with authority to close the matter. 

The letter continues: ‘‘Our minimum 
demands have been stated, and it is use- 
less seeking a revision. There may be, 
however, details to be adjusted, and, with 
this object in view, we suggest the con- 
ference.’’ 

In connection with these letters, an [rich 
Times representative was informed by a 
member of the sub-committee appointed 
by the Producers’ Association that the 
secretary of the Irish Creamery Managers’ 
Association has issued three hundred 
circulars to creamery managers all over 
the country conveying the Leinster milk 
producers’ request. 


WHAT DISTRIBUTORS SAY. 

Having failed to agree with the Leinster 
milk producers at the conference held in 
Dublin last Wednesday, the Dublin whole- 
sale milk distributors settled down to busi- 
ness as usual yesterday. 

In reply to an Irish Times representa- 
tive, the leading distributors stated that 
they had obtained their usual milk 
supplies. In one case our representative 
was informed that an extra thousand 
gallons was offered, and that deliveries 
were carried out as usual. 

In addition to price, an important point 
of disagreement at the conference was the 
presentation of an agreement by the pro- 
to 
sign. This agreement, it is said, bound 
distributors to take milk at 1s.“1ld. per 
gallon, plus carriage, from certain pro- 
ducers from now until the 1st May next. 
Producers, on their part, were not obliged 
to supply particular distributors with pure 
loose milk for the whole of the period 
named ; and an arrangement was suggested 
by which one farthing per gallon would be 
deducted by the distributor and placed to 
the credit of the Leinster Milk Dis- 
tributors’ Association. Several distributors 
objected to this suggestion because of the 
extra work which it would throw upon 
their shoulders, and contended that the 
Association should collect its own subscrip- 
tions. Distributors wanted some guarantee 
that they would get the milk if thev 
entered into a contract, but objected to 
being tied down until the 1st Mav. 

Other distributors, when questioned, 
said that there was no change in the posi-

THE WHEAT QUOTA. 


In a leading article The Times to-day 
states :—The adoption by the Government 
of the so-called quota scheme on the 
principle that the British millers shal! 
be required to fill a certain percentage of 
their requirements with home-grown wheat 
of proper milling quality is the culmina- 
tion of years of discussion on the best way 
to assist the arable farmer. It has been 
preferred to tariffs or to a system of 
import boards as the most effective means 
of securing to the British farmer the sale 
of the whole of his wheat i at a price 
considerably above the world price of 
wheat. Tariffs, if they were to be effec- 
tive, would have to be imposed generally 
upon all imported wheat at a level so 
high that the price of bread would have 
to be oppressively increased ; and, if wheat 
from the Dominions were exempt. then 
there might well be no assistance for the 
British farmer at alJl, because the 
Dominions could, and no doubt would, 
supply al] our requirements at the world 
price. 

As for the system of import boards, it 
was pronounced to be quite impracticable 
by the Royal Commission on Wheat 
Prices, and would involve the State 
control of many industries such as the 
present Parliament would certainly never 
accept, if only because such a system 
would risk the imposition of colossal 
charges on the taxpayer. 


THE CRITICISMS OF THE 
SCHEME. 


The quota system, on the other hand, 
is either not exposed to these particular 
objections at all, or only exposed to them 
in a mild degree, inseparable from any 
effort to help specially any industry to 
escape the full effects of the operation of 
economic laws; and, if the result of the 
past election meant anything at all, it 
did mean that Parliament was empowered 
to give such special assistance to agri- 
culture. 

The truth is, proceeds The Times, that 
none of the prima facie criticisms of the 
scheme are insuperable or unanswerable. 
It is said, for example, that the omission 
of other cereals is a fatal gap. The

AGREEMENT WITH 
FREE STATE.

“| text of the Veterinary Surgeons 
(Irish Free State Agreement) Bill, 

which was given ‘a first reading in “the 
British House of Lords on Wednesday, 
was published yesterday. | 
The bill is described as ‘‘An Act to 
confirm, and give effect to, a certain agree- 


- ment made between His Majesty’s Govern- 


ment in the United Kingdom and His 
Majesty’s Government in the Irish Free 
State with respect to the registration and 
control of veterinary surgeons.” . 

The bill is of three clauses, with a 
lengthy schedule. 

e bill provides that both Govern- 
ments shall introduce such legislation as 
‘may be necessary to give statutory effect 
to the agreement. 

The agreement has been confirmed by 
the Irish Free State Parliament in the 
Veterinary Surgeons Act, 1931, and the 
present bill before the House of Lords 
will complete the legislation necessary to 
make the agreement effective. 


FREE STATE COUNCIL. 


The third clause of the bill provides 
for the establishment by legislation of 
the Oireachtas of an Irish Free State 
Veterinary Council for the purpose of 
controlling and registering veterinary 
surgeons in the Free State. From the 
date of its establishment this Council 
must always include four members, 
who will he eligible to represent the 
Irish Free State on the Council of the 
Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons. A 
supplemental charter or legislation will fix 
the number of members of the Royal 
College of Veterinary Surgeons at thirty- 
six, of whom four will be on the Irish Free 
State Veterinary Register, and resident in 
the Free State. 

These four members will be elected in a 
manner prescribed by the Oireachtas by 

i; the votes only of veterinary surgeons 
registered and resident in the Free State 

, The first representatives so elected will be 
arranged in order of seniority according 
to the number of votes cast for them. After 
taking office at the first convenient annual 
general meeting of the Royal College of 
Veterinary Surgeons the first in seniority 
of the Irish Free State representatives will 
retain office, subject to disqualification or 
death, until the fourth annual general 
meeting subsequent to his instalment. The 
other representatives in order of seniority 

_ will retain office until the third, second 
and first annual general meeting, respec- 
tively, following their acceptance to office. 

. Representatives elected or co-opted to fill 
vacancies will serve the unexpired term of 
office of the representative replaced. 

Cessation of membership of the Irish 
Free State Council or the Royal 
College of Veterinary Surgeons, or dis- 
continuance of residence in the Free 
State, will disqualify from representa- 
tion of the Free State. Legislation 
of the Oireachtas will provide that the 
term of office as a Free State repre- 
sentative on the General Council coincides 
with the term of office on the Irish Free 
State Council, except that “for reasons of 
practical convenience an interva) not 
exceeding seven days may occur between 
the respective dates on which such terms 
of office respectively commence, and also 
between the respective dat, on which such 
terms of office respectively expire.’’ For 
the purposes of legislation this period of 
grace will, however, be ignored. 


REGISTRATION. 


At the time when the Irish Free State 
register is established registration will be 
obtainable by veterinary surgeons com- 
plying with the requirements, without the 
payment of any fee other than any annual 
fee that may be due from members. 

The schedule deals at length with dis- 
qualification from registration and causes 
for removal from the register. In the 
main these may be summarised as “'un- 
professional conduct’’ and conviction by 
the civil power. 

Provision is made for the investigation 
by a committee of the Irish Free State 
Veterinary Council of cases of professional 
misconduct. In the case of an offending 
member who is registered in both the 
General and the Free State registers, 
where the alleged misconduct has either 
started or been continued in the Free 
State, the investigating committee will 
consist of three members of the Irish Free 
State Veterinary Council, of whom at least 
one must be a member of the Roya! Col- 
lege of Veterinary Surgeons, and two 
members of the Council of the Royal Col- 
lege of Veterinary Surgeons, appointed by 
that Council. 

Provision is made for a member to 
appeal against the removal of his name 
from the register, as well as for applica- 
tion to have his name restored thereto. The 
legislation of the Oireachtas may provide 
that an appeal from a decision of the Irish 
Free State Veterinary Council, removing 
from the Irish Free State veterinary 
register the name of any person registered 
therein or refusing to restore thereto the 
name of any person removed therefrom, 
shall be to the High Court of the Irish 
Frée State and to no other court or 
tribunal. 


EXAMINATIONS. 


Colleges or institutions in the Irish 
Free State affiliated to the Royal College 
of Veterinary Surgeons will be able, on 
application, to have the principal teacher 
in a subject, or his deputy, appointed as 
an internal examiner at examinations held 
in the Free State by the Council of the 
Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons. At 
these examinations in the Free State both 
Councils will be represented by delegates 
appointed by their respective Councils for 
the purpose of observing and reporting 
upon the conduct of the examinations. 

The agreement concludes :— 

“His Majesty’s Government in the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland and His Majesty’s: 
Government in the Irish Free State shall, 
as soon as possible, introduce into their 
respective Parliaments such legislation as 
may be necessary to give statutory effect 
to this agreement, and this agreement 
shall not take effect until such legislation 
in both such Parliaments shall have been 
passed into law.” 

The agreement is signed on behalf of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland by 
Mr. J. H. Thomas, Secretary of State for 
Dominion Affairs, and by Mr. P. 
McGilligan, Free State Minister for

FULL FACTS WANTED. 


When Mr. Griffin objected to a question put 
by Mr. Kelly and asked the Court to dis- 
allow it, the President said he wanted to 
take the opportunity to make their position 
clear. While normally they would follow 
the procedure of a criminal court and the 
rules of evidence, they would not now be in 
any way tied by them, and would depart 
from or disregard them in their endeavour to 
get the full facts of the cases.

Mr. Lynn, addressing the Tribunal, said 
that he was not aware the previous day that 
the laws of evidence were to be relaxed.

The witnesses 
for the defence were actually cross-examined 
by Mr. Kelly from the statements which they 
had made te the police. Why had these 
statements been suppressed? Had the police 
such a low sen*? o 7 that they would not 
bring them up? e prosécution had 
attempted to make capital out of a cryptic 
telegram. Could an average man in the 
country understand the staccato remark: 
‘Return cheque; can’t meet’’? The words 
“can't meet ' could have a couple of mean- 
ings, as his friends knew. 

r. Lynn asserted that the police had sup- 
pressed certain evidence, and only put tp 
evidence which they could not refuse to bring. 

Mr. Kelly said that in no case in which 
he had appeared on behalf of the Attorney- 
General did he suppress evidence which he 
thought would be in favour of the accused, 
and he had not done so in this case. He had 
deliberately asked questions of his own wit- 
nesses which he knew might provoke answers 
favourable to the other side. | 

Mr. Kelly said he now wished to put three 
aspects of the case before the Tribunal. He 
suggested that McInerney, who was the 
pivotal witness, had not been shaken, either 
by cross-examination or by subsequent evi- 
dence. Further, he suggested that the con- 
duct: of both men on their arrest was incon- 
siftent with innocence. The third point was 
the question of alibis. Breen had the stronger 
alibi. One of the natural precautions to he 
taken when a hold-up was planned was to 
provide a good working alibi.

ALLEGED DRILLING. 


Patrick Callaghan, of Knockanure, Co. 
Kerry, was charged with having trained, or 
drilled, an assembly of persons in certain 
military exercises or evolutions near Listowel, 

o acre. on July 18, contrary to the 
Treasonable Offences Act, 1925. 

Callaghan and James Leahy, of Shrone, 
and Martin O’Cohnor, of Lenamore, were 
charged with being present at an illegal drill- 
ing assembly, and with taking part in the 
formation of an organisation or maintenance 
of a body which purported to be a military 
or police force not established as such by 
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The accused men pleaded not guilty to all 
charges. 

Mr. E. J. Kelly, K.C., with Mr. B. Barry 
(instructed by Mr. D. O'Donovan), pro- 
secuted, and Mr. Basil McGuckin (in- 
structed by Mr. D. Browne, Tralee) defended. 

Mr. Kelly said that on the 18th July, at 
about ten minutes past nine, Superintendent 
Dunphy left Listowel Barracks accompanied 
by other officers. He was driving his own 
car, and as a result of certain information 
they drove in the direction of Ballylongford. 
Before they had gone very far one of the 
Guards saw a pe of seven or eight men 
on the roadside, one of whom was Sean 
McBride, who, said Mr. Kelly, “is one of 
the best-known men in this country in con- 
nection with i'legal organisations.” - 

‘Mr. McGuckin objected, on the ground 
that Sean McBride had thothing to do with 
this case. 

Mr. Kelly said that he was satisfied that 
he was entitled to do what he had done. 
He had considered it from the point of view 
of possible objection. 

_ Continuing, Mr. Kelly said that the Super- 
intendent and party went to Coolard Cross 
roads, and on one road branching to Bally- 
bunion they saw about 150 to 200 men stand- 
ing two deep. O’Callaghan was obviously th 
command, and gave military commands. 
Owing to the number of men on parade no 
arrests were made then, but three prisoners 
were arrested subsequently. Mr. Kelly drew 
the attention of the Tribunal to Section 31 
of the Constitution (Amendment No, 17) Act, 
which provides that if anyone holding an 
office which is paid out of money provided 
out of the central fund is convicted the 
person would lose his office.

Cross-examined, the Superintendent said 
that be knew only Callaghan in the party.

“The Future of Irish Law” 
subject of the address 
Auditor, Mr. William P. Fay, Barrister-at- 
Law, at the inaugural meeting of the Law 
Students’ Debating Socivty, which was held 
at the King’s Inns, Dublin, last night, the 
Chief Justice, President of the Society, pre- 
siding.

legal system, the common law as it had 
existed in this country interpreted by Irish 
judges for the last century and a half.

In this respect the Courts of Jus- 
tice Act, 1924, was an admirable mode] for 
future development.

was entirely regulated by judicial decisions 
and was untouched by statute, Nearly the 
whole of the law which affects business men 
in their everyday affairs is entirely governed 
by judge-made law, 

It was thought that in the future of Ireland 
the judges would be deprived of thelr law- 
making function ; that they should adopt the 
continental practice whereby a judicial 

isior was binding only hetween the 
parties and in respect of the particular case, 
and that they should abolish t authority of 
| binding precedents. At present their law was 
absolutely chaotic in form. What they 
needed was the systematisation of the whole 
body of Irish law in a code. It was suggested 
that a Commission of Experts sho be 
=peaiates as soon ag possible for the review 
of the whole question. 

Proposing a vote of thanks to the Auditor, 
Mr. Justice Murnaghan said that in 
criticising any legal system they must, he 
thought, see how far that system succeeded 
in rendering to every man what was his due.

APPRENTICESHIP BILL. 


On the Report stage of the Apprenticeship 
Bill, 1930, 

Mr. FARREN moved a new section, pro- 
viding, where rules by an Apprenticeship 
Committee prohibited the taking of an 
apprenticeship premium in a designated 
trade, it shall not be lawful for any employer 
to take an apprenticeship premium, or where 
rules permitted an apprenticeship premium, 
the employer shall not take a premium in ex- 
cess of that fixed by the rules. 

The c-:endment was adopted. 


TRADE UNIONS’ FEARS. 

Mr. JOHNSON moved the delection of 
Section 22, which provided that where any 
rules made by the Aputenticeship Committee 
are for the time being in force, it shall not 
be lawful for any person to do any act or 
thing, whereby an employer carrying ou the 
trade for which such Committee is estab- 
lished is prevented or meres in complying 
with such rules. He said that*there was a 
great probability that this particular section 
would be called into play when trade disputes 
arose. There was a very great fear that the 
section would result in making it difficult for 
a strike to be conducted by trade unions, and 
that it would be made easy for employers to 
use the apprentices for the purpose of defeat- 
ing the trades unions. So long as that fear 
remained the trade unions would not co- 
operate in the working of the Act and in the 
setting up of bona Committees. 

Mr. FARRE} , seconding, said that if the 
section remained he had it from the trades 
unions that they would refuse co-operation. 
The section would enable employers to retain 
the apprentices at work during a trade dis- 
pute to the detriment of the trades unions 
concerned. 


AMENDMENT OPPOSED. 

Mr. BARRINGTON, opposing the amend- 
ment, said that he would vote against any- 
thing that would put extra power into the 
hands of the trade unions to foment strikes 
and injure the business of the country. 

Mr. DOUGLAS also opposed the amend- 
ment, and said that the attitude of the two 
Labour Senators was gttrion 4 He could 
not see any grounds for what they suggested 
in the bill. 

. McGILLIGAN, ene the amend- 
ment, said that the section only prevented 
activities that would prevent employers from 
complying with the rules made by the 
Apprenticeships Committee. There was no 
compulsion in it, except to make people keep 
their a ents. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that the trade unions 
were very doubtful about some of the matters 
in the bill. 

The amendment to delete the section was 
lost without a division. 


CHAIRMAN THANKS THE HOUSE. 
The Chairman said that the bill would be 
re-vommitted for ti.e purpose of considering 
some few emendments that were standing on 
the Order Paper.

SUPPLEMENTAL ESTI- 
MATE FOR £140,000. 


————_> —_——_ 


R. J. F. GORDON, Parliamentiry 
Secretary to the Ministry of Labour, 
submitting a supplemental estimate 

in the Northern House of Commons yester- 
day in connection with Unemployment Insur- 
ance, said that the sum of £197,000 is re- 
quired to make provision for certain con- 
tingencies arising under the Economy Act, 
but this amount had been reduced by antici- 
pated’ savings of £57,000, so that the net 
amount required will be £140,000. — Under 
the Economy Bill passed last month the rates 
of benefit were reduced by 10 per cent., and 
the contributions of workpeople and em- 
ployers were increased. e Government 
would also have to pay a proportion of in- 
creased grant, and a vote of £50,000 was 
for this purpose. 

The White Paper under the Economy Bill 
further indicated that the period of insurance 
henefit to which a person was entitled, pro- 
vided they conformed to the statutory con- 
ditions, was limited to twenty-six weeks in 
anv benefit vear. On the expiry of that 
period claimants passed to the transitional 
payment class. As these transitioval pay- 
ments were borne by the Exchéquer, it was 
necessary to increase the provision in the 
original estimate by £81,000. The third 
change in the Unemployment Insurance 
acheme which necessitated this supplement- 
ary estimate was that borrowig for the 
Unemplovinent Fund would cease as soon as 
they had exhausted their borrowing powers. 
When that limit had been reached further 
deficiencies on the fund wilh be met by a 
deficiency grant from the Northern Ireland 
Exchequer. It is estimated that this charge 
on the Exchequer for the current year wil! 
amount to £66,000. 


ADMINISTERING THE MONEY. 

Mr. Beattie (Labour) said that when the 
House voted for transitional benefit it did 
not vote for the payment to be made bv 
the Poor Law Guardians. He was opposed 
to the Exchequer handing over the adminis 
tration of the monev of the genuine unem- 
ployed to Poor Law bodies. 

Mr. Nixon (Ind.) said that he was in 1 
position to know the prospects of employ- 
ment in the shipyards, and he could teli 
the House that owing to the Bermuda 
disaster and other causes those prospects 
were never worse. in additior to the insured 
unemployed, there was a still more tragic 
class—the people who were unemployed aud 
uninsured. 


THE BELFAST GUARDIANS. 

Mr Devlin (Nat.) advocated the establish 
ment of a committee of the House to explore 
the whole situation with regard to poverty 
in the Six Counties. He objected to the 
transitional benefit being administered hy 
the Boards of Guardians, particularly the 
Belfast Board of Guardians, which, 
while it contained some admirable mem- 
bers, was in its attitude towards the 
oor the most cruel, callous and in- 
uman public body that he knew. He also 
objected to the system, on the ground that 
by this system the Government were, for 
the first time, going to put the stigma of the 
poor law on the decent workingmen who were 
unemployed. 

Mr. TI’. Henderson (Independent Unionist) 
sympathised with the Minister for Labour 
on the fact that, despite the introduction of 
tarifis and the recent promises of prosperity 
from their leaders, he was forced to make 
provision for an increased number of un- 
employed. 

The Parliamentary Secretary said that the 
increased contributions from employers and 
employed had necessarily meant that the 
Government should pay an increased contri- 
bution also in their turn. ‘his accounted for 
the increased demand in the estimate. 

‘The estimate was passed. 


EMPLOYMENT SCHEMES. 

The J'arliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of jabour moved a further sum of 
£40,000 for the purpose of assisting in carry- 
ing out approved schemes to provide em- 
ployment. He explained that the original 
estimate was for £80,000, but a further sum 
oí £40,000 was now required. Of this sum 
£20,000 was necessary to meet payments 
which fe!i due for the first time this year 
to the Belfast Harbour Commissioners for 
their new dock scheme. ‘The balance, 
£20,000. was required for existing schemes, 
on which the work had proceeded more 
tapidly than was expected, 

The supplementary estimate was adopted. 

The Minister of Commerce (Mr. J. Milne 
Barbour) moved a money resolution in con- 
nection with the Bann and Lough Neagh 
drainage scheme, the object of which is to 
fund the expense incurred in connection with 
the scheme instead of the expense falling 
annually upon the Exchequer. The total cost 
of the work carried out thig year would be 
about £75,000, but they would only pay 
trom the Exchequer £32,000, which was the 
annuity to meet the cost to the Exchequer of 
the scheme over a period of 25 years. 

The resolution was passed. 


THE LOSS OF THE BERMUDA. 

Mr. W. J. Nixon (Ind. Unionist) asked the 
Minister of Home Affairs if he proposed to 
introduce legislation or ether means to hold 
a public sworn inquiry into all the cir- 
cumstances teir with the burning of 
the motor ship Bermuda at, Belíast. 

The Minister of Commerce (Mr. J. Milne 
Barbour) replying, said that so far as the 
Government of Northern Ireland was con- 
cerned, the answer was in the negative. He 
would point out, however, that it was open 
to the Board of Trade under the Merchants 
Shipping Acts to take whatever action they 
might pois necessary in this matter. 


THE PRICE OF MILK. 

The Prime Minister, replying to Mr. 
Nixon, said that the result of the recent 
settlement of the dispute between the pro- 
ducers and retailers of milk was that the 
consumer paid a winter price of 6d, pe 
quart for a period of four months only, com- 
pared ‘with last winter’s price of 6d. per 
quart for six months. The price of winter 
milk to the consumer in Northern Ireland 
was, until a few days ago, exactly the same 
as in re ry and Wales. The price of 
winter milk to the consumer in England and 
Wales had now been raised to 7d. per quart. 
The É grits to the dispute unanimously 

that he (the Prime Ministery should 
act as conciliator rather than as arbitrator, 
and he accepted the responsibility of repre- 
senting the consumers. 

Mr. Devlin said that it had been shown 
from statistics that, while farmers got £3 
for their produce, the consumer was asked 
to pay about £10. He asked if the Prime 
Minister could devise a scheme to reduce the 
difference. 

The Prime Minister said that what evolved 
from the consultations which he had with 
the milk producers and distributors satisfied 
him that the farming community was not 
getting a penny more than they deserved: 
and with regard to distribution, particularly 
in Belfast, it was revealed to him that the 
umount was not excessive. The public

DEAN INGE AS 
DICTATOR. 


--—. 


A UNIVERSAL LANGUAGE 
AND MEDIAEVAL DRESS. 


Speaking from the B.B.C. last night Dean 
Inge confessed that if he were dictator for 
twenty years he would wish to leave the 
world in a condition to get on wel! without 
him—‘‘after my assassination, long over- 
due’’—by turning the League of Nations 
into a sovereign State, with a small territory 
of its own, abolishing all national armies and 
navies, a uniform currency, probably in 
francs, and banking international.” 

Dean Inge would have a universal lan- 
guage ~ English, because it is the most widely 
diffused speech in the world; two committees 
to design rational and becoming dress, one 
for men and the other for women, the putting 
down of gambling and betting with a strong 
band; face paint, scarlet lips, and dyed hair, 
forbidden as ewsthetically offensive. 


DRAB MODERN CROWDS. 


Dean Inge said that not much fault could 
be found with the present fashions in 
women's dress; the present male costume was 
costly, ugly, and inconvenient. 

He favoured medizval costumes, which were 
‘very becoming,” and in warm weather the 
Greek shirt a cloak—not the Roman toga. 

‘‘ Drab dinginess of a modern crowd should 
be relieved by a distinctive dress for each 
profession or trade. The idle rich, tramps 
and others of no occupation should be obliged 
tu wear an ignominious badge.”’ 


THE COMPLETE BOYCOTT. 


Explaining his League of Nations, a re- 
ealcitrant nation should, in the first in- 
stance. be punished by a complete boycott ; 
no tariffs and no passports permitted any- 
where. He would not interfere with the 
various nations’ forms of Government. ° 

“ Let, Britain remain a Monarchy and 
France a Republic. Uniformity is not even 
desirable, and the question between Monarchy 
pod Republicianism is not very important.” 

As to the regulation of pulation, the 
Dean said that a nation hide Took no steps 
to check the multiplication of its worst Bána 
would he considered an offender against pro- 
gress oí humanity, and pressure might be 
brought to bear upon that nation. ‘ This, 
however, would not, be attempted during my 
Dictatorship. I should only encourage 
eugenic propaganda and research into the 
laws of heredity. 

“My friends in the Eugenics Society are 
all in favour of the sterilisation of the unfit, 
which has been tried in California. In my 
opinion, we shall need more knowledge, as 
well as more education, before Great Britain 
is converted to this step, and even a Dictator 
cannot legislate much in advance of public 
| opinion.”

The debate on the Unemployment Relief 
Bill was resumed on the second stage by Mr. 
D. BURKE (F.F., Limerick), who said that 
the farmers, merchants and traders in 
Limerick were on the verge of bankruptcy, 
and unless the Government came to their 
aid by adopting a policy of protection they 
would become bankrupt. 

Mr. DAVIN (Lab., Leix-Offaly) complained ;: 
that the Government had done nothing to 
make provision for the people at home being 
placed in the position of being able to buy 
agricultural produce, which was available in 
large quantities at home. The 100,000 people 
on home relief, or the 80,000 people out of 
work, were not able to buy this produce, 
whereas, if the Government engaged on 
national work. such as arterial dramage or 
housing, they would give employment to 
many of these people, and enable them to 
buy the agricultural products of the Irish 
farmers. Those on the Labour benches did 
not pin their faith in tariffs alone as the 
only possible way of developing Irish indus- 
tries. 

Last year’s grant, Mr. DAVIN declared, 
was wisely spent, and there was no political 
influence brought to bear on any of the De- 
partments spending the money. His only 
complaint was that the money available was 
inadequate to allay distress. Im his con- 
stituency the farming community hed been 
badly hit by the failure of the Government 
to bring about a settlement of the dispute 
between the beet growers and the factory last 
year. 


THE PURCHASE OF SEED. 
Mr. BENNETT (Govt., Limerick) welcomed 
the proposal of the Government, and said that 


it would help a very deserving class of 
people. 

Mr. FAHY (F.F., Galwe;) said that they 
were told by the Minister that a certain 
amount of the grant would be available for 
the purchase of seed potatoes and seed oats, 
hut this would not be for some months. They 
would like to know how much of the money 
would be available for this purpose, as the 
grant would, of course, be lessened in pro- 
portion. 

Mr. DAVIS (Govt., Mayo) congratulated 
the Minister on the bill. The Minister and 
the Government deserved the greatest possible 
credit for trying to give that relief when 
Perhaps, the persistent 
prophecy of the Opposition would soon come 
true, and the people would have an oppor- 
tunity of showing what they thought of the 
prophets. 


DUBLIN COUNTY’S SHARE. 

Mr. JOSEPH X. MURPHY (Indept.. 
Dublin County) said that from the last grant 
riven by the Government County Dublin did 
not participate to the extent it should have 
He hoped that on this occasion the Minister 
would make up for that. They had many 
eople coming from the country to Dublin 
lookin for work, and the maintenance e 
those fell to a great extent on the ratepayers 
of County Dublin. 

Mr. CARTY (F.F., Leitrim-Sligo) said 
that the Government knew that the amount 
offered was not adequate. The relief was an 
admission on the part of the Government that 
they had been unable to tackle the unemploy- 
ment problem. : 

Mr. LAW (Govt., Donegal) said that he 
found it hard to know what economic 
policy Deputy de Valera desired to follow. 
He described the Government’s policy as one 
making for sane and ordered progress, whilst 
that of Fianna Fail was wild, leading inevit- 
ably to individual and national bankruptcy. 

Mr. KENT (F.F., Cork, East) said that 
unemployment was more widespread in his 
constituency than anywhere else in the twenty- 
six counties. He characterised the debate as 
a snap-apple scramble by Deputies to gobble 
up this money, and expressed the hope that 
the Minister would give some relief by way 
of road work to the people of East Cork. 
He hoped that when a new Government came 
‘nto office after the general election one of 
their first acts would be to appoint a Minister 
of Economy, who would cut down high 
salaries and extravagant Government expendi- 
ture. 


CLARE COAST DWELLERS. 

Mr. E. KELLY (Govt , Clare) expressed the 
hope that when the Minister was allocating 
the grant he would be generous with the 
public bodies who were administering it. He 
paid a tribute to the work the Minister for 
“mán was doing on the Clare coast in 
getting the people to save the winter weed, 
and this would eventually revolutionise the 
kelp industry. 

Mr. COUNEY (F.F., Dublin) said that there 
was so much unempluyment in the country 
that the sum proposed to be allocated by the 
Government was entirely inadequate.

MINISTER AND THE 
OPPOSITION. 


Mr. P. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
said that it was quite clear that Deputies 
opposite were vot concerned with unemploy- 
ment and that the House had become clearly 
a propagandist assembly. He had listened 
to the speeches of the Upposition, and he was 
convinced that the sooner, in the interests of 
efficiency, they had a general election to bring 
that state of affairs to an end the better. The 
Dail at present was a disgrace. 

it had been said that the grant was not 

sufficient and that the Government should find 
more money. Surely, the Deputies who made 
that statement realised that it was not the 
Government which had to find the money, but 
the taxpayers. 
They had been told by the leader of the 
Opposition that the constructive policy was to 
put high tariffs on their imports. He doubted 
very much if that attitude would pass for 
statesmanship even in the minor Balkan 
States. 

Proceeding, he said that politically they 

were just a thousand years behind the times, 
lor at the present time they were trying to 
defend majority rule. Economically they 
were one hundred years behind the times. 
Success, he said, rested on detail, and unless 
they gave up silly generalisations and 
learned something trom other countries this 
ceuntry could not progress, and it was up to 
the Dail to give a lead in that direction. 
_ To say “put on higher tariffs on all the 
imports ” was really saying ‘‘tax the con- 
sumer." He referred to the fact that the 
consumer was the person who used the goods 
produced by his neighbour, and stated that 
that really amounted to a policy “of living 
by taking in each other’s washing.” 


THE WORLD’S ONLY HOPE. 

What had happened to Australia, a highly 
tarilfed country ? 

Mr. COONEY (F.¥F., Dublin)—We are not 
talking about Australia. We have experience 
of your policy, but you have not tried ours. 

Mr. HOGAN—And we are not going to try 
it. If your party were in office to-morrow 
| would not try it either. 

Jie went on to say that high tariffs had 
brought nearly all the countries in the world 
in which they were used to the verge of 
bankruptcy. The only country which sade 
a decent attempt to keep the wheels of 
industry going was Kngland, and the only 
per Big: use the tariff method intelligently 
was the Irish Free State. Now they were 
furced, just as England was, to impose certain 


high tarifie in o te save themselves from 


IS tackle all the big problems which are 


the bankrupt sales of the goods of other 
countries brought to bankruptcy by high 
turiffs. 

The only permanent hope for the world 
was Jess proteciion and more free trade. 

Deputy de Valera had said that there was 
no export surplus in this country, and, there- 
fore, the problem of selling their goods in 
foreign markets did not arise. The position, 
however, said the Minister, was that if all 
imports of agricultural products were pro- 
hibited, they would still have an export 
surplus of close on thirty million pounds in 
the Free State, which the home market could 
not absorb. The farmer in this country 
could not be protected, as was experienced 
from the almost prohibitive tariff on butter. 
No foreign butter was coming in, and yet the 
farmer could get a slightly higher price on 
the English market for butter than on the 
Irish market. That being the case, how could 
tariffs help the farmer except temporarily? 

He referred to the recent tariff on oats, 
and said that the price of oats next year 
would be the same as the world price. The 
moral was that it really made no difference 
whether they imposed tariffs on agricultural 
products or not, and yet they had a campaign 
for tariffs on goods which would do the 
farmer an injury. Many of the deputies 
opposite knew that their tariff policy was all 
bunkum. 


A WRECKING POLICY. 

They could not deal with those problems 
in the atmosphere exist'ug in the Dail at the 
present time. An efficient Government was 
very important, but eqrally important was 
an honest and efficient Opposition. What 
saved England and a great many other 
countries was that there was a national con- 
structive feeling in both the Government and 
the Opposition. There was no such standard 
or point of view in this country. The policy 
of the party opposite for the past year had 
been a deliberate unscrupulous 
wreck. The sooner that position was cleared 
up the better, because it would be impossible 


going to face this country during the next 
iwo years, unless there was some common 
honesty, and a desire to serve the real in- 
terests of the country rather than serve the 
interests of small sections of the community. 


THROUGH BRITISH GLASSES. 


Mr. DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkénny) 
said that the Minister for Agriculture, before 
criticising Deputy de Valera and the policy 
that Fianna Fail put up, should give the 
House and the country an opportunity to 
examine his record as Minister for Agricul- 
ture. The Minister talked about the un- 
possibility of tariffs, and offered them, as an 
alternative, concentration on the British 
market; but their position in that market 
had become so serious that in the first mine 
months of this year the Free State produc:s 
out of agriculture were down by six million 
pounds, and by the end of the year, if that 
state of affairs continued, their adverse tra i> 
balance would be about sixteen million 
pounds. 

They were too apt in this country to look 
at everything through British spectacles. 
That might be all right if concentrating on

The Government had introduced 
a Public Safety Act to prevent the national 
aspirations of the people becoming effective, 
while Fianna Fail’s only contribution to the 
problem of unemployment was to prate futile 
dope about tarifis. The bill would not solve 
the problem. 


THE KELP INDUSTRY. 

Mr. LYNCH (Minister for Lands and 
Fisheries), replying to the debate, said that 
in expending this money the aim of the 
Government was that the work done woula 
result in permanent good. ne would im- 
agine from the speeches that this quarter of 
a million pounds was the only money being 
spent to relieve unemployment. That was 
not so; in every department of State monev 
was being spent which was relieving unem- 
ployment. Out of the relief money last year 
he got enclosures erected in various districts 
around the coast where winter weed was 
stored, and. this experiment proved wonder 
tully successful, the iodine content of the 
kelp exceeding one per cent... No relief money 
would have to be spent in those districts this 
year, as the people, knowing that the proposi- 
tion was a paying one, would bring in the 
kelp. Although they would not realise the 
money probably until June next, they would 
get credit until then 

The second stage of the bill was passed 
without a division. 


MONEY RESOLUTION.

BLYTHE, on behalf of Mr. Fitz- 
Gerald-Kenney, Minister for Justice, informed 
Mr. Little (F.F., Waterford) that he was 
aware that in the Rules of the Circuit Court 
which were recently approved by the Dail 
there were no provisions whereby legal 
facilities were given to poor persons, as was 
originally intended by Rules 71, 72 and 73 of 
the Drait Rules of the Circuit Court, -dated 
March 16th, 1928. In his opinion, any such 
provisions would in actual practice be 
nugatory, and he supposed that the Rule- 
n aking Committee was intluenced by the same 
consideration in deciding not to include such 
provisions in the revised rules. He did not 
propose to take any action in the matter. 

Mr. LITTLE asked if the Rule-making Com- 
mittee could not be brought together to make 
such rules as would not be nugatory. 

Mr. BLYTHE replied that he was in the 
Senate during the passage of the rules, and 
the general opinion that no good services 
could be served by such rules, —

The Japanese Government is said to be 
making another effort to get into direct ne- 
gotiations with Marshal (hang Hsueh- 
liang, the Manchurian overlord, and that, 
furthermore, the League has been recom- 
mending the Chinese Government to enter 


| into direct negotiations with Japan, 
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
